Naw York, Jan. 8.— Six members ol 
one family were killed by flames and 
smoke In n fire that ooenrrad early yea- 
tarday morning in Jeraay City. The 
dead are: 

Adolph Baleb, 41 yeara old, tba fa- 
ther. 

Kiuioa Reich, 4:2 years old, aottaor. i 

Tilllc Reich, "i years old. 

Ida Reich, 1^ years. 

Albert Reich, 14 ycnr.s. 

Uustave Reich, eight years. 

Heveral others were injured, and it 
may be that another member of the ill- 
fnUd fnmUy will die. Ua ia the 19 
year-old eon, and hia body la covered 
with burna. 

John Conway, chlaf of tba Jeraay 
City fire depnrtoieat. waa badly bwraad. 
U a fall through a bnrniag floor and 
waa rescued with diffienlty. 

Henry A. Reich, 1& years, managed to 
make his escape from the liouse with 
bad burns on the neck, face and hands, 
but he ib not seriously injured. 

Adolph Reich's home wa.s at 317 (..er- 
inania avenue, near the Hudson coun- 
ty boulevard, in the Hudson City ills 
trict. I.'o was a real estate agent and 
well to do, living ill a i>lcasunt lioii.se 
of three stories. It is believed that the 
fire lii'oUe out faom a heater in the 
basement, nnd worUed its way up to 
the third fl'xr, where the bteepin;; 
apartiuen U oeoupieil Uy the family w i re 
located.

lug secured the consent of the Uritisb 
government to the passage of United 
Mtates troops, to be used as guards, 
over Canadian territory, what remain* 
to be done is to arrange for the ailmts- 
sion of the supplies to he taken to tha 
miners withoiil payment of duties, 
provided they are not sold for more 
t.han their actual cost. It is e.xpeeled 
that this matter can bo arranged so 
that Mr. Slfton will be able to leave 
Washington at oaoa on bla Mtara to 
Canada. 

The arrangement aa finally .oflCaetod 
contemplates that the relief azpadltloa 
shall be executad jointly by the United 
States army and a force ot the mount- 
ad police ot Canada, wbleb eon- 
atitntea tha military arm ot the 
Dominion. Tho United Stataa foraa 
win prooaad with tba relief atoraa to 
Skaguay. where they will be joined by 
the Canadian mounted police, about 40 
in naaabar, and tbe two forcea will 
than prooaad together to the pointy 
where the relief U to ba dUtrlb- 
nted. The determination as to 
Skaguay is, however, still open. 
The Canandian ofBclals concede 
much latitude to the American 
authorities In the actual distributioa, 
reoognUlng tliet the expedition is 
fltted out on this side, although a con- 
siderable part of its work will be done 
on the Canadian side of the border. No 
duties will be imposed on the stores 
carried by the relief expedition. 

Mr. Siflon aUo held a couferouce 
with Secretary Oage and discussed the 
unsatisfactory condition of onstoma 
regulations along the border and at 
coast ports where goods are reeeived by 
one country for transportation to the 
other country.

Washington, D. C. January 3 
1P98.— The proposition for the es 
tablishment ot postal savings 
banks in this country is meeting 
with a good deal of quiet favor 
h< re in Washington. It is said, 
in fact, that the Postmaster Gen- 
eral's bill will stand a better 
chance in the United States Senate 
than any other of the financial meas- 
ures proposed or likely to be pro- 
posed by the present national ad- 
ministration. Yet, it is predicted 
that there will be a strong nght on it 
when it comes up for action and 
that it will meet with manifest 
and determined opposition. As it 
is an administration and Republi- 
can measure it is not hard to de- 
termine where the opposition will 
develop, but Gen. Gary thinks the 
proposition so comparatively sim- 
ple and so manifestly advan- 
tageous to the people of the coun- 
try that he has great hopes of its 
enactment into a law. lie has 
studied all sides of the question 
and will doubtless make a strong 
presentation of his case when 
called upon by Congress to sup- 
port the plan by facta and figures. 
As ao example near at home, be 
will probably show the excellsat 
workings of the system in Canada, 
wheri', with her five millions of 
people, there were on deposit in 
postal savings banks a year ago 
over twenty-six million dollars in 
small accounts. 

Gen. Gairv aavs that the United 
States is behind other countries in 
this respect, most civilized coun- 
tries having postal savings sys- 
tems, thus giving an opportunity 
for the people of the poorer and 
medium classes to safely invest 
their hard-earned savings. Inves- 
tigation shows that this country is 
sadly in need of such an inatitu- 
tion. Private savings banka have 
left the people of many large com- 
munities, and, in some cases, al- 
most entire States, without facili- 
ties whereby they may invest their 
cash surplus. The sole conven- 
ience, he says, which these people 
have enjoyeOl and are using to- 
aay is ine faciJity for exchange a/- 
forded hy the money- order system 
of the Post-Ollice Department. 
As an evidence of this, durinf the 
current year more tlian ^9,000,000 
transactions were made in the ai,- 
000 money-order offices, and nearly 
$200,000,000 was received, and 
paid out. Millions of money or- 
ders were bought to be used by 
the buyers aa draftasod in place of 
bank checks. 

The greatest objection, probably, 
which has been made to the es- 
tablishment of the postal banks 
and the receipt of deposits by the 
Government is as to the invest- 
ment which the Government 
must adopt in order to pay a 
suitable interest on the depos- 
its. It is proposed to pay in 
terest at the rate of a per cent, 
or lyiptt cent, and many- people 
assume that the Government could 
not find proper investment for the 
money depositid which would en- 
able it to pay that rate of interest. 
Gen. Gary, on the other hand, be- 
lieves that there will be no difTi- 
culty whatever in investing the 
deposits in first-class securities 
which would not only pay the in- 
terest proposed, but at the same 
time enable the Government to re- 
duce its expenses in other direc- 
tions. The interest-bearing del^t 
of the United States is now about j 
{635,000,000, and all of it bears 
i*4 per cent, or more. If the de- 
posits were inveated in these secu- 
rities, it is evident that the Gov- 
ernment would save the difference 
between the i or 2'j per cent, and 
the3'j percent., or at least tliat 
portion of il not necessary in pay- 
ing the expenses of the system 
The Postmaster General haa va 
rious other suggestions in regard 
to investments. 

Oneof the best suggestions, how- 
ever, and one which has impressed 
itself upon General Gary, is the 
scheme of GenLral Stone, the act- 
ing president of the League of 
Good Koads of America, who pro- 
poses that the Government shall 
invest thftdeposits in county bonds 
throughout toe various States, the 
money to be used in the construc- 
tion of good country roads. The 
proposition seems a simple and 
feasible one and one which will 
likely meet with great favor with 
the farmers after its provisions are 
thoroughly understood by them. It 
is simply that the county shall is- 
sue bonds and aell them to the 
Government and pay the same in- 
terest on them to the Government, 
which the Government must pay 
to depositors in the postal banks. 
This interest would be more than 
met by the money which is annually 
used in working on country roads 
and keeping them in a passable 
condition. The great advantage 
apparent from this purchase of lo- 
cal bonds is m the fact that the 
nionoy would not leave the com- 
munity where it was deposited. 
Instead of going to large business 
centers for investment, aa would 
be the case in the purchase of all 
other securities which have been 
mentioned, it would stay directly 
in the couB^ and be utilized and 
paid out to the people oi the

Both were present and of- 
fered their bonds in |i,ooo 
each, which were pronounceid sat- 
isfactory, and they were sworn in 
and entered at once upon the du- 
ties of their offices. John T. Har- 
nett was re-elected City Marshal. 

The report?; of the various of- 
ficals were presented and approved 
by the Council. The report of the 
City Clerk, showing the receipts 
and di^ursements of the city for 
the year, appears below, giving an 
Itemised and tabulated atatement 
of the City's financial affairs. 

Some things are interesting to 
note, by comparison with the pre- 
vious year. One especially. The 
fines collected durinj; the year 
1897 much more than double in 
amount those citllected in 1896. 
Now note the aliaost insignificant 
amount expended, less thsn $35 
for "rock pile expense" and credit 
the increase in collections to the 
wholesome fcir the boys enter- 
tained of tl.i "rock pile." and 
the story is lold.
